REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Applicant provisionally elects Group I, the claims readable thereon as being claims 2-12 
and 14-20, which are drawn to methods of enhancing an immune response comprising 
administering an agent which is a nucleic acid sequence encoding a TAP molecule. 
This is without prejudice to Applicant filing a divisional application to the Group II 
invention. 

Applicant further elects the species f) tapasin in claim 10 and the species aa) tapasin in 
claim 1 1 as the species for prosecution if the generic claims are not held allowable.
